SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book purports to present a photographic essay of a pregnancy. The style of 
presentation of the book is misleading. It could easily be handed out in health 
education classes in schools as an information text on pregnancy if the cover was 
anything to go by. The manner of the presentation sexualises the pregnant woman 
from the foetus’s point of view. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 does apply to this publication 
and limitations on its availability must be reasonably justified. In terms of Section 3 of 
the Act, the Classification Office has given significant weighting to the extent and 
degree to which, and the manner in which, the book deals with matters of sex and the 
treatment of gestation. On the face of it the book appears to be an informative essay 
on pregnancy but when explored becomes titillatory; specifically titillatory through 
textual narrative of a foetus. Therefore, the publication is classified as objectionable. 
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
